WHEREAS, this human rights movement advocated nonviolen 
methods of social change in the struggle for justice, equalit: 
and freedom, and raised the consciousness of our country throug] 
Dr. King's personal dream of a nation where all people ar: 
judged, not by the color of their skin, but by the content o: 
their character; and 

WHEREAS, Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. was recognized ol 
November 2, 1983 by the United States Congress and the President 
of the United States in the enactment of legislation 


establishing the third Monday in January as a national holida: 


in celebration of Dr. Kina's birthdav. beqinning in 1986; and 


WHEREAS, the State of Montana recognizes the significance 


of Dr. King's life and accomplishments in human rights an 


passed Senate Bill 78 in 1991, which set aside the third Monda 


in January as Martin Luther King, Jr./Human Rights Day.

IIT. COMPOSITION 

The membership of the Commission shall represent and reach 
out to particular groups within the community, such as ethnic 
minorities, elected officials, students, and groups associated 
with various religions, education, business, labor, youth, peace 
and justice, and civil and human rights. The names and addresses 
of members who shall serve at the pleasure of the Governor are 
submitted by separate letter to the Secretary of State. 

' A chair shall be appointed by the Governor. 

The Commission is attached to the Office of Community 
Service for administrative purposes. | 
III. DURATION 

The Council shall exist for a period of two years from the 
effective date of this Order.
